Wished to Be Buried Upright. 

The Premier consulted with the 
family relative to the wishes of 
Clemenceau regarding his funeral. 
The “Tiger” was reported to have 
absolutely forbidden a national fu- 
neral, speeches or demonstrations 
of any sort: It was said that he 
had expressed a wish to be buried 
in his native Vendee in an upright 
position, as his equally stanch fa- 
ther had been before him. 

Tardieu expressed his tribute in 
simple words: “France and the 
world have lost a great citizen.” 

Premier Tardieu on leaving the 
house was deeply moved. Perspira- 
tion streamed down his face despite 
the chill weather. 

“He is as calm and great in death 
ag he was in life,” he said. He hesi- 
tated a moment and then spoke

He had 
summoned the athletic director 
who counseled him for 30 years 
and begun a program of gymnastic 
exercises.

The rich 
man telis his broker: ‘I'll send you 
a check tomorrow.” 


Betts presumably required mar- 
gins of one-third to one-half, as do 
most brokers. That is, a customer 
wishing to buy 4$100,000 worth of 
stock must deposit $33,008 to $50,- 
000,:the broker lending the balance 
and holding the stock as security. 
Should the market value of* the 
stock drop one-third to one-half. 
the broker would be entitled to sell 
the stock on the open market to 
recover the amount of his loan. 

During the recent crash, some 
stocks dropped so abruptly that 
even the amount lent on them 
could not be realized by Belling. 


Secretary's Statement

Betts’ losses, Miss Rose McDonnell, 
his secretary for 15 years, and An- 
thony EKoupal, associated in the 
business, declared the business 
was solvent.

the repeal of Federal taxes on dues 
and initiation fees imposed upon 
members of golf clubs, John J. 
Nangie, president, said yesterday. 

In a recent circular the U. & G. 
A. appealed to all social, athietic 
and sporting clubs for aid in com- 
bating the tax, which it consiiers 
oppressive. 

An effort was made last year to 
have the taxes which existed then 
removed, but the result was the 
Federal Revenue Act of 1928 which 
continued the 10 per cent tax on 
dues and initiations In effect and 
added an additional! 10 per cent tax 
on any amount paid as the pur- 
chase price of shares of stock, 
bonis or other securities, owner- 
ship of which is a condition of 
membership, trrespective of the 
person to whom the payment is 
made. 

John G. Jackson, genera! counsel 
of the U. 8. G. A. conferred with 
Treasury Department officials re- 
recently and it is likely that the as- 
sociation will spensor an eamend- 
ment to the Internal Revenue Act 
of 1928 for the repeal of the tax. 

Will Appeal to 

It ts in connection with this ef- 
fort that Nangle says the District 
Association will appeal to St. Louis 
Representatives in Congress and to 
the two Missouri Senators for aid. 

“These taxes work a hardship on 
golf clubs,” Nangle stated. “And 
when I say that the District Asso- 
ciation is in favor of their repeal 
I am sure that I speak the senti- 
ment of ALL golf clubs. When an 
assessment is made upon members 
of a ctub, it is necessary to add the 
10 per cent tax.”

WF a golf club is organized and 
| tisancea by the sale of shares 
of stock to the members, a tax 
of 10 per cent of the cost of these 
shares must be paid to the Fed- 
eral Government. If, as is usual, 
ownership of a share of stock is 
required in order to qualify for 
membership, then, when a_ re- 
signing member sells his stock 
to an incoming member, the lat- 
ter must again pay to the Fed- 
eral] Government 10 per cent of 
the purchase price as a tax. It 
follows that if a complete turn- 
over in club memberships oc- 
curs in 10 years, the Federal 
Government will have received in 
that space of time taxes equa! in 
amount to the total cost of buy- 
ing and building the club proper- 
ties. This feature of the act is 
particularly oppressive and bur- 
densome. Moreover, the statute 
results in discrimination between 
old clubs, which have completed 
their permanent financing before 
the tax law was put in effect, 
and new clubs presently formed 
and which have not completed 
their - financing. Instances of 
hardship resulting from the add- 
ed tax which have come to the 
attention of the U. 8. G. A. are, 
for example, a club which as- 
sessed each of the members to 
pay off its capital indebtedness 
secured by a mortgage. A tax of 
10 per cent had to be paid on 
this assessment. In another case, 
a club had sold $50,000 of 5 
per cent bonds for the construc- 
tion of a course and clubhouse. 
Two hundred and fifty members 
paid dues of $100 each, upon 
which the Fedérai tax is $2500, 
the exact amount of the bond 
interest. In 1929, the club de- 
faulted on- its bond interest, 
which it could have paid had it 
not been for the tax. This de- 
fault resulted in serious injury 
to the club's credit. 

It is the belief of the Execu- 
tive Committee/of the U. 8. G. A. 
that the entire tax on athietic 
and sporting clubs is funda- 
mentally wrong in principle and 
that it would be a better policy 
on the part of the Government to 
promote ‘rather than to tax 
health-giving ,outdoor sports. 
The old objection to the removal 
of this tax, that golf is a rich 
man’s game, would certainly not 
be advanced at;this time by any-

However, while substitutes now.

Who Quit Employers

TURPENTINE NIGGERS 
The.story of a Florida lawsuit which 
has resulted in the impressment of 
Negro labor. .

Jacksonville to the headquarters of a 
large turpentine camp in Taylor County, 
Florida, pulled up at Live Oak, county seat 
of Suwanee County, and parked near the 
Courthouse. County Judge A. C. Johnson. 
looked out of his window just in time to see 
three Negro men make a dash from the truck 
and scatter about the yard in three differ- 
gnt directions. 
The driver of the truck, a huge white man, 
leaped from his seat and started in hot pur- 
suit. All the Negroes outdistanced him and 
disappeared. In a moment he burst into the 
County Judge’s office. 
“I want a warrant for three niggers!” he 
demanded of Judge Johnson, between angry 
and heaving puffs of breath. 
“What for?” asked the Judge. 
“For running away!” he said. “I bought 
‘em in Jacksonville off a man. Takin’ ’em 
out to that big camp at Perry. And now they 
jumped their contract.” 


Paid $50 a Head; 
Requests Warrant.

“What did you pay for them?” Johnson 
asked. 

“Fifty dollars a head. Get me a warrant, 
and let’s get after em.” 

“How much’’—asked the Judge, ignoring 
for the moment the demand for a warrant— 
“do you usually pay for turpentine niggers?” 

“Sometimes I pay as high as $150 in Jack- 
sonville for a good buck nigger. I drive ‘em 
out to the camps, and the turpentine men 
take ‘em off my hands.” 

The Judge was impressed, but refused to 
grant any w:rrants for the run-away Negroes. 

“Why not?” the driver demanded angrily. 
“The Judges down our way get ‘em for us 
when they run away!” 

This did not happen before the Civil War. 
I sat in Judge Johnson's office just a few 
days ago and he told me of this incident, 
that had occurred just a few weeks before 
that. Johnson, a young lawyer, had recently 
been appointed to the County Judge’s office 
for Suwanee County. 

*“T had heard about Negroes being impris- 
oned for jumping their accounts, but I de- 
cided. then and there not to issue any, war- 
rants for it.” 


Negroes Imprisoned . 

for Leaving Employer. 

A man cannot be imprisoned for simple 
debt. That is, Federal and State laws take 
pains to say he can’t. He may work for 
whom he chooses, and if he violates a con- 
tract there is a legal remedy. 

But a law in Florida is responsible for the 
imprisonment of many an ignorant Negro for 
no other crime than leaving his employer, 
and for nothing more nor less than simple 
debt. 

The law was passed in 1919, under the 
governorship of Sidney J. Catts, who in his 
campaign promised the backwoods people of 
Florida he would “put the nigger back in his 
place”; who was tried tn Federal Court for 
peonage, or illegal impressment of Negroes, 
shortly after his term expired, but acquitted. 

Recently at Tampa a jury which deliber- 
ated 24 hours was unable to agree on his 
guilt or innocence of a charge of aiding a 
big counterfeiting ring. He will be tried

on a man for debt, he declared with finality 
that maybe I’d better “go out thar an’ see.” 
“Out thar” means into the wildest sections 
of Florida, where lumber and turpentine are 
almost the only industries, in the far-flung 
recesses of piney woods. The belt runs, 
roughly, from the counties about 75 miles 
south of Jacksonville, north and west along 
the gulf coast, out beyond Tallahassee, the 
capital. Reputed to be the largest naval 
stores operators in the world are the Aye- 
cock-Lintdsey interests. They employ some 
2500 Negroes, and have them scattered about 
numerous camps in several counties, with 
the main camp near Perry, county seat of 
Taylor County, as the operating headquar- 
ters. Their largest turpentine still and com- 
missary are at Cross City, county seat of 
Dixie County, adjoining Taylor. There Ben 
Lindsey, generalissimo of the camps, has 
headquarters. Thomas Ayecock occupies a 
suite of offices in the Graham Building in 
Jacksonville. 
Although familiar with this country I had 
never gone out to see how this law operates 
until I had picked up Buck Jackson, a Ne- 
gro about 20 years old, on a highway north 
of Perry. He wanted a ride, and wanted it 
badly. He was escaping from a turpentine 
camp. 
“‘When we gits beyond Live Oak they won’t 
chase me no mo’,” he declared. 
“Who won't?” | 
“Boss men. I’ge runnin’ away. Hid in a 
furniture truck out o’ Perry, an’ laid low all 
las’ night.” 


Recruiters Promise 

High Wages, Easy Hours. 

Buck’s story went back to the account of 

his being “recruited” by a Negro who made 
glowing promises of high wages and easy 
hours; turned over to a white driver who 
took him—not to the “town” promised by the 
recruiter, but to the turpentine headquar- 
ters in the piney. woods, where he was as- 
signed to a smaller camp miles further on. 
He had worked about three months and had 
drawn only a pittance in money and a few 
items of clothing. He had “boxed trees” 
(clipped the sides of pine trees so the sap 
could run out) under the boss man who, like 
most turpentine drivers of the larger opera- 
tors, wore a gun at his side. He had seen 
men try to escape, and had seen them caught, 
lined up, handcuffed, taken into Perry and 
sentenced to the chain gang for six months. 
Furthermore, his cousin, Jack Brown, was 
out there, or had been until he had disap- 
peared, and word came back that Jack was 
on the gang. 
I went to see State Senator E. Waybright 
in Jacksonville, a young lawyer with a rec- 
ord of some 12 years in the Legislature.of 
Florida that stamps him as a coming leader. 
Denies Law Exists, 

Statutes Show It. 

“There is no such law on the books,” he 
assured me. Then we looked through his 
statutes and found this‘ “‘Obtaining a thing 
of value on contract to perform services with 
intent to defraud.” Senator Waybright was 
surprised. “That law was passed while I 
was a member of the House in 1919,” he 
said. “I hope I didn’t vote for it!” 

And here is the law: (Page 3509 
Compiled General Laws of Florida): 
“Section 7306: Any person in this State 
who shall, with intent to injure and de- 
fraud, under and by reason of a con- 
tract or promise to perform labor or 
service, procure or obtain money or oth- 
er things of value as a credit, or as ad- _ 
vances, shall be guilty of a misdemean- 
or and upon conviction thereof shall be 
punished by a fine not exceeding $500 
or by imprisonment not exceeding six 
months. 

“Section 7304: In all prosecutions for 
a violation of the foregoing section this

What a legal masterpiece this is! A mis- 
demeanor is set forth, and then prima facie 
evidence defined as to the very intent to 
defraud! There is not an appellate jurist 
in the whole country who would uphold as 
constitutional ‘that last section. 


Governor in Senate 
When Law Passed. 


Gov. Doyle E. Carlton was a member of 
the Senate when that law was passed, as 
were numerous others who have maintained 
prominence or climbed to higher political 
honors in the 10 years. 

‘To a large number of these legislators I 
sent a letter asking if they recalled what in- 
terests were backing this law. To clear up 
any doubt to to how that statute was enact- 
ed, here is the statement of James E. Calk- 
ins, president of the Senate in 1919, long a 
leader of politics in Florida, now practicing 
law in Miami: 

“The influence behind the passage of this 
law was the naval store and lumber opera- 
tors of this State.” 

The existence of such a law on the books 
of an enlightened commonwealth in the twen- 
tieth century reflects the whole sordid story 
of the “commissary system” of Negro em- 
ployment in the Far South, particularly in 
lumber and naval stores, but not at all in- 
frequent in large plantations. Under this 
system, the Negro hires out. Sambo, we'll 
say, gets a job dipping boxes (dipping the 
resin sap from the trees into barrels to be 
distilled into spirits). He is to work piece 
work, which means the “boss man” is sup 
posed to keep account of the trees he dips 
(an impossible task when the boss man has 
a dozen or more dippers to look after).

Cleared Wave 


Investigation by 
Congress Likely 


Pressure to Get More Stations 
on Air Steadily Increas- 
ing at Washington. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 23.—The 
action of the Radio Commission in 
clearing 40 channels will be sub- 
jected to the closest scrutiny in 
Congress. 


Listeners in hundreds of com- 
munities throughout the United 
States are complaining to their 
Senators and Representatives that 
they are being deprived of stations 
because of the cleared channels. 


It all revolves around the com- 
mission’s General Order 40, which 
set aside 40 of the 90 broadcasting 
ch 
one station being allowed to we 
such a channel at night. 

On the 40 cleared channels, only 
about 10 of the stations are using 
sufficient power to serve -:aore 
than normal local areas. Thirty 
of the 40 cleared channels are used 
with only 5000 watts, while the 
present capacity of these channels 
is 50,000 watts. 

The reason for the failure of 
the cleared channel stations to use 
the higher power is not hard to 
find. It costs about $250,009 to 
install the higher powered equip- 
ment. Most stations hesitate about 
sinking such a large amount of 
money in equipment with present 
unstability. 

Senators and Representatives 
are ufging that with low power 
on the cleared channels, it would 
be possible for the commission to 
place two or even three such sta- 
tions on each channel. That would 
permit licensing 50 to 100 new sta- 
tions with power ranging from 
104 to 4000 watts.

Warns Against 
Monoxide Gas 


: Poisonous Fumes From Auto- 


mobile Exhaust Often 
Fatal in Winter. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 23. 
—The United States Public Health 


| Service warns automobile owners 


at this time of year to be on their 


| guard against the danger of carbon 
| monoxide poisoning which is a 


constant threat to human life in 
the cold months. Motorists are 
especially cautioned against run- 


ning the engine in a small closed 
| space for any considerable period. 


The Health Service warns 


-against staying any time after 


driving into a garage and placing 


the car there, once the doors are 


closed. Within a very few min- 
utes, it is pointed out by physicians 


-eonnected with the service, the air 
| becomes charged with the poison- 
| ous gas, resulting fatally in many 
| instances. 


Tests have been made in @ 
small, inclosed garage, 20 feet long. 
10 feet wide and 10 feet high. A 
smali 23-horsepower engine was 
run and it was found to discharge 
about 25 cubic feet of gas a min- 
ute. Samples of the gas revealed 
an average content of 6 per cent 
carbon monoxide, or 1.5 cubic feet 
of the deadly gas per minute. 

This was with a small engine. 
Larger ones, naturally. give off 


more poisonous fumes. This means 


of course, that the air will become 
laden much more quickly. 4 

A ratio of 15 parts carbon mo- 
noxide to 10,000 parts of air is 
considered by Health Service scien- 
tists as a dangerous degree of con- 


' centration to which one may be 


exposed. The extreme danger is

of the Russian revolution. 

Horowitz «scaped from Russia 
first. Milstein followed after a 
year—and had to leave his Gua- 
dagnini behind. Without a penny, 
without a fiddle, without a friend 
except the unheralded Horowitz, 
he managed to make his way to 
Berlin. 

Milstein found friends, a patron 
who provided a Stradivarius, 
launched himsclf in concert and 
was a sensation in Berlin. 

He was born in Odessa. There- 
fore destiny decreed that he should 
be a fiddler. He studied with Sto- 
liarski, until he was 10. Then the 
family decreed he must study with 
Leopold Auer. That was in 1914. 
A journey to Petrograd. Work unt- 
der that great master. War—and 
then the revolution. 

In Petrograd Milstein had met 
young Horowitz. They managed to 
struggle along, to keep their 
courses fixed by the polar star of 
art. They even joined forces to 
play concerts throughout Russia.

They took their pay 
in whatever they could get—most- 
ly food.

way have been, with one or two 

exceptions, dismally barren. 
Any number of mediocre playlets 
and shoe-string ventures have 
come i, stayed a brief unprofit- 
able moment and dissolved again 
into the darkness of foolish hopes. 
The stock market has contributed 
to a situation which finds only the 
few big successes able to more 
than pay their way. 

Such shows as shamble in are 
for the most part doomed in ad- 
vance. A typical case is that of 
a recent frail offering which, while 
better than the average rubbish. 
shows how easy it is to write a 
play and how hard it is to write a 
good one. It is called “Your Uncle 
Dudley.” and it is the result of 
a collaboration between Howard 
Lindsay and Bertrand Robinson. 

“Your Uncle Dudley” is an ob- 
vious and hollow playlet that man- 
ages to waste such talents as those 
of Mrs. Jacques Martin and Wal- 
ter Connolly. There are moments 
in it of easily contrived humor and 
100 per cent villainy which keep 
your mind from wandering and 
make you, against your better 
judgment, curious to see how it is 
all going to come out, though you 
know exactly how it is all going 
to come out. But this sort of mild 
absorption in a thoroughly ma- 
chine-mnade plot does not mean 
that you are really having a good 
time. I for one did not have a good 
time.

HERE ought to be a closed 

season during which  play-

No man in his senses will ques- 
tion Mme. Meller’s§ effectiveness. 
She is one of God's loveliest wom- 
en to begin with and her method 
of delivering the most common- 
place sentiment is so rich in sug- 
cestiveness that the tawdry little 
thing becomes important—for the 
time being at any rate.

By this the author does not 
mean that Falla is limited to be- 
coming the ultimate interpreter of 
the Spanish soul. The piain infer- 
ence is that Falla’s music will 
always preserve a Spanish core 
however much it may take on the 
burden of universal implications 
But that it will tend more and 
more to become the song of hu- 
manity is net an unreasonabie pre- 
diction in the light of what he bes 
already eccomptished. 

It is possible that Manue! de Fa!- 
la may be the composer who wil! 
redeem our age from its sterility. 
its hardness and its indifference. 
In the music that has been plaved 
in St. Louis. principally by Mr.

characteristic folk songs of the 
peninsula have been provided with 
Plapoforte accompaniments which 
are at the same time brilliantly 
Pianistic and yet thoroughly in 
keeping with the spirit of the orig- 
tinal melodies.” 


But the importance of the Span- 
ish idiom in relationship to Fala's 
work is such that a chapter is de- 
voted to its origins.

Sturdy Frames Reclothed. 

A touch of the magic wand of 
modernization and a new home 
leaps into being-—-a new home 
based on the sturdy frame of the 
drab looking house of former days. 

When the owners of these old 
houses realize how simple the 
transformation really is, they will 


wonder why they did not catch the 
spirit of modernization years ago. 

The illustration of the house be- 
fore the owner called for advice 
shows a particularly forlorn look- 
ing affair.

terior this novel method has other 
virtues. The material is surfaced 
with crushed slate granules firmly 
imbedded into the asphalt. Once 
applied, it is,there to stay, protect- 
ing the house itself and requiring 
no further upkeep of its own. It 
acts as insulation and the home is 
afforded extra protection from the 
coid and dampness of the winter 
months. The house remains cooler 
in summer, too, the heat of the 
sun being kept out by the extra 
“coat.” 

Many home owners who had 
their homes “restyled” in this 
manner found it most economical 
and practical. No dirt or incon- 
venience, and in a very few days 
the home is “dressed up” in its 
brand-new covering. 

An impetus to restyling the 
home is added by the fact that 
many contractors are giving home- 
owners the benefit of an extended 
payment plan. 


Money Well Invested. 
Money spent on home modera- 


| ization has a definite socia! valve. 


This aspect must never be over- 
looked when considering this most 
important subject. 


Some statistical wizard has fig- 
ured out that a cold wind blowing 
at 40 miles an hour, blew in, in a 
period of one hour’s time, about 
8100 cubic feet of icy air which fil- 
tered in through the cracks be- 
tween the sash and the frame of 
the window. 

If a room has several average- 
sized windows, and if it is a cold, 
windy day, and if one window iets 
in 8100 cubic feet of cold air, then 
three windows will let in 24.000 
cubic feet of cold air, according to 
the best mathematicians. 

An ebormous amount of fuel is 
burned every winter in homeg just 
to heat the cold air that seeps in 
under the doors and through the 
windows. 

lf the windows could be seaied 
up tightly so that no cold air could 
come in, the fuel bills would be de- 
creased appreciably. This method 
is hardiy practicable and for the 
additionai reason that people would 
not enjoy iiving in houses and 
rooms which could not be aired 
every day in the year, summer and 
winter. 

Good weather stripping will cor- 
rect the trouble by fililing up the 
Window cracks and keeping the 
cold air out so that the heating 
piant will be enabied to heat the 
cold air that is in the house be- 
cause it is winter time and the 
thermometer outside registers a 
temperature below freezing. 

Metal weather stripping can be 
used with good results in the ordi- 
nary old type wooden frame win- 
dows and also in the new type 
metal frame windows. 

Some home owners feel that they 
cannot afford to install patent 
weather strips in the windows of 
their homes. This ig another prob- 
lem which can be worked out in 
figures as the cost of the winter's 
coal] supply will be towered fol- 
lowing the installation of weather 
strips in the house, as a smalie’ 
fire will suffice if there is no ad- 
ditional] cold air allowed to seep 
in through the windows. 

In many cases the saving in fuel 
during a period of several years 
will more than pay for equipping a 
home with patent weather strips. 


After the lot has been graded 
and rolied so that it is level and 
ready for planting, sow grass seed 
if the tawn is in bad condition. A 
stretch of velvety lawn is just the 
first step in the plan. 

Next, comes the planting of 
shrubbery and hedges. A _ iow, 
trimmed hedge along the public 
sidewalk and the boundry lines of 
the jot, defines the timits of the 
property and holds the tawn to- 
gether. artistically speaking.

A total of 195 new industries 
have been established in the St. 
Louis industrial district and 304 
existing industries have expanded 
their facilities in the district during 
the two years since the creation 
of the Industriai Bureau of the 
industrial Club of St. Louis as a 
research and sales organization to 
promote the development of the 
district, George C. Smith, director 
of the bureau, said yesterday. 

The anniversary of the bureau, 
established in October, 1927, was 
observed by the issuance of a i6- 
page booklet, for national distri- 
bution, made up of photographs of 
96 new St. Louis factories and an 
aerial view of the downtown, river 
front and adjacent industrial dis- 
tricts. 

The new industries and expan- 
sions, Smith said, Nave required 
construction of 5,456.700 square 


téet of factory space and the utih- 


zation of 3,164,000 square feet of 
hitherto ufusuel space, as well as 
the employment .of 16.587 addi- 
tional workers. 

“St. Louis is one of the two or 
three cities in the country in which 
a complete monthly record of busi- 
ness and industrial activity is made 
available,” Smith said. “In an- 
| nouncing these new industries and 
| expansions each month the Indus- 
trial Bureau has consistently de- 
clined to take credit for their ac- 
quisition. Although the Bureau has 
had a hand in several! important ac- 
quisitions, opening negotiations in 
some of them, not an industry has 
been brought to the district with- 
out the aid of one or more inde- 
pendent St. Louisan or civic ‘9r- 
ganization. Sometimes it is a real 
estate dealer who aids in the 
work, again the head of an in- 
dustry or the combination of a 
rumber of diverse interests.” 

The Industria! Bureau maintains 
a staff of 14 persons engaged in 
the work of obtaining and cor- 
relating information of both a gen- 
eral and specific nature which

He was strength 
personified in flesh. And yet from 
the oldest paintings and drawings in 
Christian history down to the present 
day He is pictured as a long-haired 
man Wearing a white tunic, speaking 
in a sepulehral voice and looking ex- 
ceptionally weary and depressed. We 
are led to believe that He had a de- 
meanor mare melancholy than that of 
Shakspeare’s Hamlet. Frankly, I don't 
believe it. Christ was a powerful, 
strong-minded being, Who até good 
food, drank good wine and enjoyed 
the companionship of His fellows. He 
had a personality never equaled in all 
history. Why envision Him as an 
awesome, depressing, threatening fixz- 
ure, Who moved ghostlike among the 
people, inculcating fear in_ their 
hearts?

see Him. I had rather look upon Him 
as a splendid, virile, red-blooded man 
to whom one would instinctively turn 
when in trouble and expect Him to 
wade in and make evildoers tge the 
mark, and do it hard and fast.

The depositors 
who had placed their money for safe- 
keeping tN these banks were for the 
most part small wage-earners, and the 
loss of their savings left many of them 
in desperate circumstances. Seldom 
has a bank failure caused more actual 
suffering, or aroused greater public in- 
dignation. The demand was insistent 
that any officials responsible for the 
financial disaster be brought immedi- 
ately to trial. 

Mr. Manley and four other officers 
of the Bankers’ Trust Company were 
at once indicted for using the mails 
to defraud in connection with the fall- 
ure of the company.

Finally, things reached a point 
where the Federal grand jury con- 
ducted an investigation to determine 
whether there was a conspiracy to 
prevent Manley from being brougnt 
before a jury,-and this investigation 
revealed the fact that the Department 
of Justice had been far from idle. In 
fact, the department had succeeded in 
“planting” one of its agents, Charles 
Vail, in Allen's Sanitarium as a pa- 
tient, and it was largely through this 
agent's testimony that Manley's affairs 
finally were brought to a climax. 

Vail first appeared before the grand 
jury and, partly as a result of his 
statement there, Dr. H. Dawson Allen, 
of Allen’s Sanitarium, was indicted for 
perjury on the ground that he had 
testified falsely as to Maniey's physica! 
condition. 


fore the grand jury, Manley was 

ordered to appear in United States 
District Court, and was borne into the 
courtroom on a stretcher. His attor- 
heys entered a plea of insanity on his 
behalf, and then followed the dramatic 
testimony of the secret-service agent, 
who had been a fellow patient of Man- 
ley’s at the Allen Sanitarium. 

A preliminary statement revealed 
the fact that Vail was a former stu- 
dent at the University of 
Virginia and one of the 
most valued secret-service 
men employed by the De- 
partment of Justice. He 
entered the sanitarium in 
the guise of Charles Sey- 
mour, “a tired business 
man from Tennessee,”’ and 
was placed in a room di- 
rectly across the hal] from 
Manley. This arrangement 
was not due to chance, but 
to the fact that his 
“nephew’’ and ‘“‘niece,”’ Mr. 
and Mrs. W. T. Brown, who 
in reality were secret-serv- 
ice employes, had preceded 
him to Milledgeville and 
had prepared for his re- 
ception at the  sanitar- 
jum. 

They had been partic- 
ularly exacting about the 
location of his room, and 
had rejected each one 
shown them until finally 
they arrived at the apart- 
ment across from Manley's. 

Dr. Allen, head of the

“August 23—Dr. Edward Allen's 
two little children in Maniley'’s room.

tory,’ and one child asked what that 
is. Manley aays ‘Hell.’ 

“August 24—A maniac kept under 
lock and key got out of cell and start- 
ed for Manley'’s room. Would have 
let him in but for fact that the chil- 
dren were in there. | called a guard 
and the maniac was locked up. Man- 
ley reads a while, later sings song, 
‘Roses of Yesterday.’ 

“August 256—Manley received a iet- 
ter, read it while lying on his bed, 
them tore it up. He walked past my 
door and dropped letter in waste bas- 
ket. I dropped a newspaper on top 
of torn letter and waited four 
hours for opportunity to rescue it. 
Gave letter to Agent Brown when 
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my ‘niece’ called.’ 

Leaving the diary 

for a moment, Vail 

said that he knew 

the letter was writ- 

ten by Mrs. Manley 

only after being 

told later by De- 

partment of Justice agents. In the 

course of his testimony the fact was 

also developed that he was able to 

keep in touch with department offi- 

cials through visits from his ‘‘nephew’’ 

and ‘“‘niece,’’ and that at one time his 

“nephew was accompanied by a child 

who had been brought to see “Uncle 
Charlie.”’ 

Resuming the diary, Vail read the 
following entries to the jury: 

“August 26—Manley- and little Ed- 
ward Allen climbed up on a woodpile. 

Manley climbed to the top. 
They selected a piece of 
wood, went to Manley's 
room, where Manley made 
a model airplane for the 
child with the tools he kept 
in his room. Manley gave 
me an old chair, skillfully 
repaired, saying he had re- 
built it himself. 

“August 27—Manley and 
his attorney, Harold Bailey, 
walked about a mile. 

“August 29--Manley 
makes a ‘lollapaloosa’ for 
Edward Allen—a broom- 
stick, with a wheel on the 
end, the rod and wheel 
connected by a driving rod 
similar to the wheels of a 
loconotive. 

“September 4—— Manley 
has a fight with Herman 
Evans, one of the attend- 
ants. Evans paid off at 
once and fired.”’ 

In answer to questions 
from District Attorney 
Hager, Vail céased at this 
point to read from the di- 
ary and described daily 

talks with Manley. He declared that 
the banker was clean-shaven and neat 
in appearance at all times, and that 
he had never seen him wearing a 
beard until Manley was borne into the 
United States District Court room on 
a stretcher. 

Vail testified he and Maniey, in 
their dally conversations, discussed 
everything, from current events to de- 
tective fiction and ancient history, and 
that the banker proved to be mentally 
alert and well informed. Manley, ac- 
cording to the secret-service man, 
talked interestingly of the crisis in 
China, of European travel, of Great 
Britain's Coldstream Guards, of sota- 
ble events in English and French his 
tory, and of music that he liked. The 
banker's taste in music proved to be 
particularily good, and he showed a 
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wide acquaintance 
with classical litera- 
ture. In the mat- 
ter of books, his in- 
terest seemed to 
be divided between 
the classics and de- 
tective fiction. He 
was also interested 
in historical sub- 
jects. 

“At one time,’ said the secret-serv- 
ice agent, “we were discussing Na- 
poleon Bonaparte, and I expressed the 
opinion that Napoleon’s desertion of 
Josephine was just, because he wanted 
an heir.

NEW YORK. 
T IS costing Hen- 
drik Willem Van 
Loon $10,000 in 
cash and no little 
amount of mental 
anguish to demon- 
strate that an au- 
thor may write 
books that suc- 
cessfully simplify 
the major. prob- 
lems of human existence, and at the 
same time prove to be almost com- 
pletely unable to avoid muddling his 
own personal affairs. 

Van Loon, as everyone knows, is 
the author of a half-dozen historical 
books. His “The Story of Mankind”’ 
was a phenomena! success, and he has 
probably done more than any other 
writer of his generation to popularize 
the reading of history. A vast and 
solid knowledge, a frank, penetrating 
mind and a clear, unliterary style have 
enabled him to analyze and discuss the 
great events and problems of history 
so that they may be grasped in their 
simplest aspects. 

But while Van Loon for the past 20 
years has been simplifying the major 
problems of the human race, the prob- 
lems of his private life were becoming 
so tangled and involved as to make 
the Gordian knot look simple by com- 
parison. And if you don't think the 
situation in which the famous author 
now finds himself is a puzzling one, 
just listen to this brief statement of 
the case and judge for yourself: His 
is the case of a man who, divorced 
from his first and second wives, mar- 
ried his third wife after she had di- 
vorced her first husband, and then 
left his third wife in order to live with 
his second wife, for doing which his 
third wife is now suing him for di- 
yorce. 


NE must admit that this is a 

rather puzzling situation § in 

which to find a man who has be- 
come distinguished for writing books 
designed to clarify the complexities of 
human existence. 

Van Loon's first marriage was made 
with Miss Elizabeth Bowditch of Bos- 
ton, whom Van Loon met when he was 
a student at Harvard in 1904. He left 
Harvard to complete his studies at 
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Cornell, and upon obtaining his bach- 
elor of arts degree there in June, 
1906, promptly celebrated the event 
by changing Miss Bowditch's name to 
that of Mrs. Van Loon. 

The Van Loons then went abroad 
and Van Loon served as correspondent 
for the Associated Press in Moscow 
and St. Petersburg during the revo- 
lution of 1906. Then Van Loon, who 
has always had a voracious appetite 
for higher education, enrolled at the 
University of Munich and emerged in 
1911 as a doctor of philosophy. In 
the meantime, the marriage was 
blessed with two sons and, although 
Van Loon hadn't yet become a re- 
nowned writer, he was gradually win- 
ning recognition as a scholar, and at 
the same time was leading what ap- 
peared to be a perfectly happy family 
life. 

After leaving Munich Van Loon and 
his family returned to the United 
States, where the historian lectured 
until the outbreak of the European

war in 1914. He served as a 
war correspondent for the As- 
sociated Press in Belgium, and 
apparently was getting along 
beautifully until the German 
military authorities somehow 
took a violent dislike to the 
stories he was writing about 
them and as a Christmas present sum- 
marily ordered him out of Belgium. 
He continued to serve as a correspond- 
ent in Europe until 1918. Again he 
returned to the United States to lec- 
ture and to write. 

Whether his European wanderings 
as a war correspondent had weakened 
the bonds of conjugal devotion, or 
whether there were other and unre- 
vealed causes, the fact remains that 
soon after his return Van Loon and his 
wife became estranged, and in 1918 
she divorced him. 


LTHOUGH Van Loon is a 
Aa man, in the sense. that 

he has healthy appetites, a ro- 
bust sense of humor and a host of 
admiring male friends, the fact re- 
mains that he is apparently un- 
suited to the single state, notwith- 
standing the difficulty he seems to 
have maintaining any other. For Van 
Loon had hardly begun to taste the 
dubious blessings of bachelorhood be- 
fore he again found himself escorting 
a lady to the altar. This time it was 
Miss Helen Criswell, a graduate of 
Bryn Mawr and a celebrity in New 
York’s Greenwich Village, where she 
operated a very bohemian tea shop 
known as the Mad Hatter. Her nick- 
name in the village, where she was 
well known and liked, was “Jimmie,” 
a sobriquet whose origin was prob- 
ably to be found in her predilection 
for masculine collars and ties. Jim- 
mie married the rising young author in 
August, 1920, and thereby became 
what the unfeeling newspapers refer 
to as Mrs. Van Loon No. 2.

in less than 10 months, was widely 
syndicated, and has probably been the 
most widely sold of any history or his- 
torical work of this generation, not 
only in the United States, but in Eu- 
rope as well. The book brought him 
fame, wealth and flattering offers from 
numerous publishers and magazines. 
Other books, such as “The Story of the 
Bible,”’ ‘“‘Tolerance’ and “America” 
followed, each increasing his already 
great reputation. 


HEN, in November, 1927, the 

New York newspapers revealed 

the fact that radical changes 
had taken place in the Garden of 
Eden occupied by Jimmie and Van 
Loon. For it seems that Hendrik 
Van Loon had met and become 
smitten with the charms of one 
Frances Goodrich. Miss Goodrich, 
as she was professionally known, 
was an actress who had appeared in 
numerous Broadway productions, not 
to mention an appearance in a court 
of law in 1923, where she had ob- 
tained a divorce from her actor-hus- 
band, Robert Ames.

And a short time afterwards, to be 
exact, on October 10, 1927, Van Loon 
and Miss Goodrich secretly crossed the 
Hudson River into New Jersey, where 
Van Loon’s friend, the Rabbi Lewis 
Browne, now a well-known author 
himself, made them man and wife. 
Neither Van Loon nor Miss Goodrich 
is of the Jewish faith, and, as far as 
that is concerned, Lewis Browne is no 
longer a practicing rabbi, but Browne 
was selected to perform the ceremony 
because of his friendship for Van 
Loon. However that may be, it was

“There is some

“Yet it is wrong to say that I ac- 
cept evolution as a fact, being merely 
doubtful as to the method by which 
it was accomplished, for if the method 
is doubtful the whole process is in 
question and if all the suggested meth- 
oda are disproved it is logical to hold 
that evolution did not take place. 

“IT accept evolution as a working 
theory of biology. It explains many 
things. On the other hand, there are 
countless difficulties with it that can- 
not be harmonized with accepted fact, 
and as long as it is so full of logical 
difficulties I cannot accept it. ! and 
other scientists, including other Cath- 
Olics, will continue using it as a work- 
ing theory, in the quest for truth in 
the matter of man's supposed animal 
origin. Meanwhile, we will continue 
to look for new developments, because 
ideas concerning evolution have un- 
dergone great changes since it was first 
broached. When Spencer, Darwin and 
Huxley were writing, for instance, it 
was believed that the material of 
which living things are made, proto- 
plasm, was identical in all forms of life. 

“This was an attractive idea, be- 
cause it made everything so simple, 
which is the real attraction evolution 
has for the biologist. Yet today we 
are coming to believe that there are as 
many kinds of protoplasm as there 
are living things. Again, evolution 
at one time was regarded as a question 
of structure. Today it is held a ques- 
tion of the variety of chemical consti- 
tution. Darwin, to round out his the- 
ory, had to assume that acquired char- 
acteristics are transmissible. Scientific 
effort has never been able to prove 
this. Ideas of heredity have changed 
greatly since his day, too. We have a 
deeper insight into the mechanism of 
cell modification. 


OD 00 5 the center of the evolu- 
tion problem is beginning to 
shift. Tomorrow research may 
bring the discovery of the mechanism 
by which the chemistry of one individ- 
ual may be changed into the chemistry 
of another, the chemistry of one class 
of plants or animals into that of an- 
other class. 

“Religion has nothing to fear from 
the theory. If it is true that the ma- 
terial universe evolved, there is no lead 
a need for a Creator to supply the start 
of the process. And if, physically, 
man has an animal origin, there re- 
mains the necessity of a Creator to in- 
fuse a soul into his body, for philos- 
ophy, even unbolstered by revelation, 
tells us that man has a soul. If evo- 
lution on such a grand scale is true, 
it makes creation a much more mag- 
nificent affair, but we must not let 
ourselves be pulled into it by that cir- 
cumstance. Facts are what we seek. 

“There hae been some criticism of 
my beliefs about evolution, but I want 
to say that there have been many mis- 
understandings on the part of both 
science and religion on the question 
that should be cleared up. There is 
need for more open-mindedneasas and 
less emotional heat. 

“Similarly, my social hygiene activ- 
ity has been misconstrued. Many be- 
lieve the Missouri Social Hygiene As- 
sociation to be a mere agency for the 
dissemination of birth control infor- 
mation and general sex education. 

“This is not tru« We are inter- 
ested in safeguarding the relations 
which constitute the family. This 
means preserving civilization, for civ- 
lization is unthinkable except in terms 
of the family. I cannot see that ef- 
fort toward maintaining its inviolabil- 
ity is open to criticism. Other sciences, 
too, profit by the work of the social 
hygienist. Ethics, biology, law and 
ecopomy all share in it. It seems to 
me that here is a field that deserves 
the best and most enlightened effort.”’

Carried 169 Persons 
on .a Trial Flight 
Over Lake Constance.

VIATION’S newest mar- 

vel, an airship so mon- 

strous in size and in its 

passenger-carrying capa- 

city as to have earned al- 
ready the name of the ‘Flying Whale,” 
was given its first. formal tryout a 
short time ago on Lake Constance and 
acquitted itself to the satisfaction of 
everyone. For the first time in his- 
tory an airplane carried more 
than 150 persons. To be exact, there 
were 150 passengers, 10 members of 
the crew and nine stowaways aboard 
when the “Whale” arose from the 
water and took to the air with 
apparently the same ease ag if it had 
been a two-seater Moth. 

To those on the ground, as well as 
to those in the ship, it seemed to have 
all the mobility it needed. When the 
D. O. X.—as it is called—finally came 
to rest on the water the “landing’’ 
was accomplished with so little jar 
that those aboard hardly knew that it 
had taken place. 

The airboat took exactly 50 seconds 
to rise and its flight occupied more 
than an hour, over the famous lake 
home of the Zeppelins. 


signer, says that the D. O. &. 

was carrying fuel sufficient for 
it to have taken its passengers 
750 miles without a_ stop. The 
flying boat has three decks, one for 
passengers, one for pilots and me- 
chanics, and one for luggage and 
freight. It is provided with kitchen, 
bathroom, smoking saloon and sleep- 
ing berths. 

The evolution of the D. O. X. ig a 
typical example of the method gnd in- 
dustry combined with fanatical tenac- 
ity, which have brought about the 
renaissance of post-war Germany. 

Dr. Dornier was not making a leap 
in the dark as his scoffing colleagues 
all over the world mockingly declared 
when, two years ago, he and his band 
of mechanics set to work in the strict- 
est secrecy behind the shrouded win- 
dows of the workshop at Altenrhein to 
build the flying ship which was the 
dream of his life. 

The D. O. X. has been in Dr. Dor- 
nier’s thoughts ever since, as an 
unimportant engineer, he dared to ap- 
proach the great airship pioneer, 
Count Zeppelin, with his plans for a 
giant flying boat. So impressed was 
the Count with young Dornier’s en- 
thusiasm that he gave him financial 
support and enabled him to open an 
experimental workshop in 191 4,

close to his own airship works at 
Friedrichshafen. 

During the war, Dr. Dornier built 
many hydroplanes and airplanes and 
even flying boats, some of them of 
vast dimensions. It was after the war, 
however, that he began, like some 
careful breeder of a new species of 
canary, to construct little by little his 
family of whale flying boats, of which 
the D. O. X. is the gigantic climax. 

He began in 1921 with the Libelle, 
a flying boat with one engine of 150 
h. p. He carefully tested it, and then, 
in 1922, built the Dornier Whale, with 
a wing span of 86 feet and a load ca- 
pacity of 2200 pounds. 


HE Whale was carefully tested, 

and the results of three years of 

experiments were then incorpo- 
rated in the Super Whale, built in 
1926, with a wing span of 112 feet 
and a load capacity of 5000 pounds. 
As before, the Super Whale was sub- 
mitted to searching tests, and then Dr. 
Dornier began to build the D. O. X. 

The Whale had two engines of 800 
h. p., the Super Whale had two of 
600 h. p. 

The wing span of the D. O. X. is 
150 feet. It is driven by 12 engines, 
ranged in six tandem pairs, each en- 
gine rated at 600 h. p. The body of 
the D. O. X. has luxurious accommo- 
dations for no fewer than 150 pas- 
sengers, including a bar. It has a 
crew of 10—a commander, two pilots, 
a navigator and six mechanics, 
who are able, by creeping through a 
passage in the wings of the fiying 
boat, which has a diameter of nine 
feet, to attend to the engines. 

Dr. Dornier claims that the D. O. X. 
with its 12 engines is the world's saf- 
est aircraft. Not only can it maintain 
full flying speed with four engines out 
of action, but repairs, short of mount- 
ing a new engine, can be carried out 
while the flying ship is actually in the 
air. The fuel supply has been so ar- 
ranged that the danger of explosions 
and fires has been reduced to a mini- 
mum.

And so Mrs. Place, who had killed 
her stepdaughter because she was jeal- 
ous and then had tried to kill her hus- 
band with an ax, went to the chair on 
March 21, 1899. She was the first 
woman to be electrocuted in New York 
State. 

If the crime committed is revolting 
and horrible enough, neither age nor 
youth can save a woman from the 
electric chair, as Ruth Snyder discor- 
ered somewhat to her amazement. 

But age may eventually win a par- 
don, as Nellie Pope, 68, and also « 
husband-killer, has just discovered. 
Mrs. Pope was sentenced to life im- 
prisonment in 1896 for killing her 
husband. The Governor of Michigan 
has promised a pardon to the aged 
woman so she may die outside of 
prisoa. 

But Mrs. Titus, who is seven years 
older than Nellie Pope, will probably 
die in prison. She doesn’t care. At 
least she says, in her rasping, tired 
voice, that it makes no difference.

jesse Strang, King James- 


Saints of Jesus Christ, commonly 
called the Mormons, came through 
Burlington, and found the young 
lawyer an eager convert. So eager 
was he that he went with them to 
Nauvoo on February 25, 1844, 
and received baptism from Joseph 
Smith himself, and less than a 
week afterwards he was on his 
way back with authority to “plant 
& stake of Zion,’ which was the 
euphemism employed for  estab- 
lishing a church in Wisconsin. 

Burlington reaches to the 
county line between Racine and 
Walworth counties. On this county 
line, Strang established a place 
called Voree, which in the trans- 
lation he gave means “‘a garden of 
peace.’"” Around him gathered a 
group of converts. On the banks 
of the White River, which drains 
the waters of Lake Geneva into 
the Fox River, he opened a 
quarry, and on the road along the 
county line the tithing stake and 
school were built. 

In his brief autobiography, 
Strang declares himself to have 
been “of an epileptic nature.’ 
At the hour when Joseph Smith 
and his brother Hiram were shot 
down in the jail at Carthage, ‘Illi- 
nois, Strang had a seizure, and fell 
unconscious. This was in the pres- 
ence of disinterested witnesses. A 
few days later his law partner 
brought him a letter from the late 
Joseph, written on the eve of his 
death, which declared that he, 
Joseph, felt that his days as leader 
were nearly ended, and he there- 
fore named James Strang ag 
prophet and leader in his stead, to 


gather the faithful at Voree. 

Brigham Young and his Coun- 
cil of Twelve denounced this let- 
ter as a forgery, but Strang ap- 
peared before them and Made a 
vigorous and effective defense 
—effective as regards several 
thousand of the Mormons, but 
the Council rejected his claim. 
With his few thousand fol- 
lowers, Strang retired to Voree 
and founded the Voree Herald, 
from whose presses he issued 
pamphlet after pamphlet, as well 
as the monthly paper, later a 
weekly. 


STATELY and wonderful 
A temple was laid out and 

started at Voree, and the 
chyrch was organized on the 
principles laid down in _ the 
Book of Mormon. Visions came 
to the Prophet James, and he fore- 
saw the terrible fate of those who 
remained with Brigham Young, 
prophesying that the Nauvoo 
Church would be driven into exile. 
In a vision he saw plates of brass 
buried under a tree near Voree, 
and with several witnesses went 
to the spot and exhumed them. 
By means of the Urim and Thum- 
mim, lent to him as they had been 
to Joseph Smith by the angel, he 
translated these plates. 

In 1846 the Nauvoo Church was 
driven west. Now more came to 
Voree and, alone of the branches 
that defied Brigham Young, it 
prospered. But the same prejudice 
that drove the Mormons away 
from Qlinois and Missouri was be- 
ing felt in Wisconsin. Strang was 


a wise man, and -he knew that 
dangers lay aheauw. He traveled 
around the Northwest in search of 
a place where the hand of the 
Gentile might not weigh heavily 
upon the faithful. In the islands 
near Mackinac, he found’ what 
promised to be a haven. 

Four thousand or more Latter 
Day Saints crossed Lake Michigan, 
and drivigg the few fishermen 
from Great Beaver Island, settled 
down te prosper. The huts they 
occupied they named the City of 
St. James. The hill that rose in 
the midst of the island was called 
Mount Pisgah, and the little 
stream that drained a lake was 
called the Jordan, flowing from 
the Sea of Galilee. The timber of 
the island furnished logs for 
houses and a tabernacie, and the 
‘Northern Islander’ took the 
place of the ‘‘Voree Heraid.”’ 

The dispossessed and unregen- 
erate fishermen were not well 
pleased with this high-handed 
treatment. 

When the eighth of July, 1850, 
was set as the day for the corona- 
tion of James Jesse Strang as 
King James the First the dis- 
organized fishermen of the neigh- 
boring islands and shores organ- 
ized to take this opportunity of 
ridding themselves of the un- 
welcome settlement. The Fourth 
of July was set as the day, 
and Mackinac Island as the 
rendezvous. From there, they 
sailed to the harbor of Beaver 
Island to spend the night before 
the attack. Pistols, rifles and 
liquor formed their arma- 


ment. They used the liquor dur- 
ing the night. 

In the morning they awoke 
from their slumbers at the sound 
of a cannon. The shot splashed 
near the fisher fleet. A messenger 
was hastily sent ashore to find the 
meaning of the welcome. He was 
told it was merely a celebration 
of the Fourth. Meanwhile the 
shots followed one another, nearer 
and nearer the anchored fleet 
Another messenger was sent under 
a flag of truce. This time he was 
told that the plot to destroy the 
town was known, and the first 
shot from the fleet would be the 
signal for its destruction by 
cannon fire. . 


HE rising sun disclosed a 
small battery ready to fire. 
Cannon balls were being 
heated, and every man was armed. 
A large lake schooner, filled 
with armed men, lay between 
the fishermen and the _ town. 
Reinforcements from other islands 
failed to arrive, and the Strang- 
ites had no _ interruption in 
their ‘religious ceremonies that 
day. 

On the eighth of July, 1850, 
King James was crowned. The 
day became a holiday to the 
colony, and was ever after cele- 
brated as King's Day. 

Strang now moved to consolli- 
date his power. Through the votes 
he controlled, he became a mem- 
ber of the State Legislature, where 
hfs ability and personality made 
a great success. He was eble to 
secure a bill for the formation of 


the islands he controlled into one 
county, whereby his own sheriff 
could arrest anyone inimical to his 
rule. 

The enmity of the dispossessed 
fishermen and their neighbors be- 
came expressed in wild rumors 
concerning the conduct of matters 
on the island. President Millard 
Fillmore, hearing some of these 
when he visited his brother in 
Detroit, sent the gunboat Michi- 
gan to arrest Strang for various 
crimes, one of which was treason: 
Afte? sifting the evidence, the 
trial simmered down to a charge 
of interfering with the mails. 
Strang pleaded his own case, and 
was triumphantly acquitted. 

Now, supreme in his island, 
King James took it upon himself 
to regulate not only the religion, 
but the dally life of his adherents. 
Liquor, tobacco and narcotics were 
prohibited. Men were ordered to 
refrain from _  licentiousness. 
Women must wear bloomers. One 
by one, all the prohibitions that 
today are becoming so fashionable 
were put in force. The weaker 
and more light-hearted of the 
members of the colony rebelled, 
and knowing they had no chance 
to win, deserted to the enemy on 
the surrounding islands. As the 
colony weakened, plans for a new 
attack were laid. 

In June, 1856, the gunboat 
Michigan steamed into St. James 
harbor. The captain sent a mes- 
sage to King James, asking him 
to come on board. As the King 
walked down the wharf, he was 
shot down by two assailants, one

of whom had recently been pub- 
licly horsewhipped for upholding 
his wife in her refusal to wear 
bloomers. The two fled on board 
the Michigan and were released 
without aiy- formalities there. 

Strang, despite a wound in the 
head, lived to return to Burling- 
ton, where he died nineteen days 
later. His body was first interred 
in the old cemetery in Voree, but 
later, when that was abandoned. 
it was taken up and buried in the 
family plot in the Burlington Pub- 
lic Cemetery. His daughter later 
sold the plot to another famiiy. 
reserving, however, the four feet 
that hold all that is mortal of the 
only American King. 


been a decided sentjment to 

mark the grave properly. 
Clement Strang, son of the proph- 
et, has wished that it be done, as 
have the remaining seventy or 
eighty members of the Strangite 
Chureh. There is a small chapel 
on the site of Voree, and they 
own farms in that vicinity, for the 
colony on the island was dis- 
persed after the fall of King 
James. 

The Burlington Historica! 
Society has also had great interest 
in the old town of Voree. Last 
year they visited the place with 
some of the old members of the 
original settlement and mapped 
the site as it was in 1846. Now 
they have voted funds and 
support to the erection of a suit- 
able marker on the grave of 
Strang, prophet and King.
